Leading scientiste, educators and 
editors of Pacific lands attended 
the meetings. 
Summing up the work of the 
| conference, Ford, while here, said 
it waa decided that the press was 
ithe surest medium of educating the 
peoples of the Pacific as to each 
| Other's true aims and ambitions, 
and in bringing them into better 
understanding. 
TO STUDY PROBLEMS. 
“Through the Pan-Pacific Union, 
which is now supported by all the 
governments about the greatest of 
oceans, the scientists are arranging 
to study the scientific problems of 
the Pacific and to seek their proper 
solutions,” Mr. Ford said. 

“Already they have found the 
remedy for leprosy, which is now 
bei wiped out. They’‘are taking 
up the study of the fish food supply 
of the Pacific with the assurance 
that with scientific propagation 
‘and protection of fish in Pacific wa- 
|ters the Parific Ocean will supply 
‘sufficient fish food, preserved, to 
| feed the world.

Three Faithjul Servants Had 
Many Friends.

ONTARIO, Nov. 29.—Departure 
today for the land of their fore- 
fathers of three aged Chinamen, 
who form practically the last rem- 
nant of that large band of faith- 
ful servitors who played such an 
important part in the early de- 
velopment of this section, was 
noted with more than ordinary in- 
terest by pioneer residents of what 
was known in the early days as 
the “Ontario Colony,” comprising 
the present cities of Ontario, Up- 
land and San Antonio Heights.
